Authorities declared that the spy 
gang peddled military secrets of the 
United States, France and England to 
German and_ soviet agents, with 
Switzerland a clearing house for the 
agents’ activities.

DETROIT, March 20.—(#)—Ac- 
ceding to a direct appeal from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, the leaders of union 
workers in the automobile industry 
tonight voted to suspend their strike 
plans. 

Their action, taken at a confer- 
ence at Pontiac, postpoves at least 
until Thursday the strike whicd 
threatened to tie up the industry. The 
president has called a conference at 
Washington for Thursday to discuss 
the situation. 

William Collins, national organizer 
for the American Federation of La- 
bor, who presided at the meeting, said 
that the vote of the 50 union dele- 
gates on postponement was wunanl- 
mous, although “reached after some 
difficulty.” 

Collins said that all locals of the 
automobile workers’ union concerned 
in the strike action would be gov- 
erned by the action of the Pontiac 
eonference in delaying the strike. 

The origimal strike plans-¢ 
a walkout at 9 a.m. Wednesday. 

Commenting on the difficulty en- 


/ countered by the conference in reach- 


ing the agreement, Collins said after 


‘| the session: 


“Many of tbe men believed they 
had stalled too long in trying to get 
a fair interpretation of Section 7-A 
of the national recovery act.” 

Try to Reach Men. 

In view of the sentiment reported 
among some of the workers favoring 
a strike on Wednesday morning re- 
gardless of the decision of the confer- 
ence here, Collins said. “we hope to 
be able to reach all of the union men 
who have voted to strike. We will try 
to reach them through their lead- 
ers,” 

Collins said he would telephone the 
federation representatives in Cleve- 
land immediately to advise them of 
the Pontiac decision so that the tm- 
pending strikes there could be deferred 
until after the Washington conference. 

The spokesman for the group was 
asked what he would do. if the union 
workers refused to abide by the post- 
ponement decision. 

Collins replied : 

“I’ve done my duty in trying to get 
our men to respect the presidents 
wishes and I’m sure they will go 
along with me.” 

He made a particular point of the 
fact that the auto workers’ strike was 
not called off, but merely held in q@bey- 
ance until after President Roosedpi 
conference Thursday with the employ- 
committee. 

Agreement Necessary. 


“If no satisfactory agreement is 
reached at the Washington confer- 
ence,” said Collins, “they can go ahead 
with their strike.” 

He said he would leave Detroit 
Wednesday night for Washington to 
be present during the president's con- 
ference. 

Explaining that he was confident 
that the postponement plans would 
not go amiss on Wednesday and re- 
sult in a disorganized strike, Collins 
said, “our problem had its background 
at a conference of union officers in 
Lansing two weeks ago when they 
pledged their moral and financial sup- 
port to obtain a just interpretation of 
the collective bargaining section of 
the national recovery act.” 

He indicated he was relying on this 
pledge of the union officers to hold 
all their men in line on Wednesday. 

The 50 delegates attending the Pon- 
tiac meeting represented the six au- 
tomobile plants where the labor dis- 
pute originated a few weeks ago. The

CONGRESS ECHOES 
SOUND OF UNREST 


Resolutions Call for In- 
vestigations of Treat- 
ment of Labor and Also 
Labor’s Attitude. 


By ELTON C, FAY, 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt today called for 
peace parleys in two industrial dis- 
putes that threaten his recovery pro- 
sram aud received prompt assurances 

of at least partial compliance. 


Workers’ representatives - meeting 
in Pontiac, Mich., acceded to the chief 
executives request that plans for a 
strike in the automobile industry be- 
ginning at 9 a.m. tomorrow be held 
in abeyance pending further Washing- 
ton negotiations. 


Shortly before word to this effect 
reached the White House, Mr. Roose- 
velt was informed of a concession in 
the railroad wage disagreement. 

Railroad managers told him and 
railway labor unions that they would 
agree to his proposal for a six-month 
extension of the present wage agree- 
meut and that they would drop their 
Siggestion that rail workers pay be 
cut an additional 5 per cent.

tlement. 


Both presidential messages suggest- 

ed the urgency for settlement. , 
The president told the automo- 
bile workers that “in the public 
interest” he was “constrained to 
request you to withhold strike 
action called for this afternoon.” 

To the railroad employers and em- 
ployes he said: 

“The active prosecution of the 
controversy at the present time 
would have a most disturbing and 
unfortunate influence.” 

The proposal of the president had 
suggested that the present 10 per cent 
railroad wage reduction be extended 
for six months bevond the existing 
fixed expiration date of June 30. 

The railroad operators had proposed 
to the unions that the wage reduction, 
instead of being continued at 10 per 
cent below the basic pay rate be fixed 
at 15 per cent. 


The rail employes today asked for 
a 20 per cent increase above their 
present wage scale, or 10 per cent 
above the amount they were receiving 
when the present cut went into effect, 

Withdraw Pay Cut Proposal. 

The rail managers, in their communi- 
cation to Mr. Roosevelt today, how- 
ever, withdrew their proposal for the 
extre 5 per cent pay cut. 

A reply from the automobile work- 
ers in Michigan, received at about the 
same time that the leaders of the in- 
dustry agreed to the conference, told 
the president to “rest assured” that 
they would urge a conference of offi- 
cers of the workers “to meet the situa- 
tion in the spirit you ask.” 

Hardly had the presidential message 
to the automobile workers been cleared 
from the White House when William 
Green. president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, called upon the au- 
tomobile workers to abide by Mr.

Green's telegram to William Col- 
lins. a labor organizer at Detroit, 
said: 

“It is my opinion that the best 
interests of the automobile work- 
ers will be served through prompt 
and sincere compliance with the 
president’s request.

ness to conform to the program set 
forth in your letter and to exert our 
best efforts to reach an agreement in 
respect thereto. 

Thiehoff. in a letter to A. F. Whit- 
ney, chairman of the Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association, said, after 
mentioning withdrawal of the 15 per 
cent proposal, that this agreement for 
an extension of time would “avoid the 
necessity for further negotiations and 
meetings throughout the year 1934 
and yet give to you and us An op- 
portunity for orderly procedure there- 
after if that should become necessary 
under conditions then existing.” 

The labor men, in their request for 
a 20 per cent increase, denied a state- 
ment by the managers that they were 
seeking ‘peak rates” and said the 
managers’ reference to 1920 pay being 
“peak rates” was erroneous. 

Auto Stocks Sag. 

The union men informed the man- 
agers that “we have thus far _ re- 
frained from requesting the increase 
in basic rates of pay amply justified 
by current economic developments” 
and added that “if you are determined 
to prosecute the controversy you have 
instituted, any reason for deferring 
our request is removed.”

statistics. 

Secretary Perkins said approxi- 
mately 373,000 workers were added to 
the pay rolls of factories during the 
period, but the total gain in employ- 
ment was only 345,000. This was due

The Cleveland Metal Trades Coun- 
cil tonight learned of the action at 
Detroit and indicated workmen would 
return to their benches tomorrow as 
usual, 

Workmen at the Cleveland Twist 

Drill Company voted today in favor 
of the company employe representa- 
tion plan, 279 to 134. as against af- 
filiation with the A. F. of L. 
The walkout, if it materialized, 
would be one of the greatest in Cleve- 
land’s industrial history. The situa- 
tion, in spite of the probable truce 
here, remained tense. with industrial 
leaders looking to federal conciliation 
as the principal hope of a lasting 
settlement.. More than 7,000 workers 
are involved. 


Recognition of the Automotive 
Workers’ Federal Union, including a 
closed shop, is the only issue at the 
Fisher plant, union leaders said. It 
also is an issue at the Winton com- 
pany, but there a 20 per cent wage 
increase also is asked.

Would Force Machine Gun 
Registration and End 
Flight of Suspects. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—()— 
Registration of machine guns and 
strengthening of the Lindbergh anti- 
kidnaping law were asked today by 
Attorney-General Cummings as the 
only way of dealing with highly or- 
ganized criminals whose interstate 


operations are beyond the reach of 
local enforcement agencies. 

Making it clear he did not propose 
baving the federal government as- 
sume responsibility of law  enforee- 
ment properly belonging to the state. 
the attorney told the house judiciary 
commiftee it must be realized that in 
this day of high-speed transportation. 
good roads and other facilities “an 
ordinary local police force, no matter 
how intelligent, earnest or honest. is 
perfectly helpless.” 


“This is a real problem,” he warn- 
ed. “I have felt a special duty rested 
on the department of justice in this 
emergency, as it is about the only or- 
fanizatien prepared to deal with this 
type of crime. . What I’ve been 
trying to do is to do something prac- 
tical, and not to have bills passed 
just because there is sentiment for 
them.” 

Cummings emphasized that such 
crimes as the Urschel kidnaping—in 
which the department had to track 
down the culprits over 683.000 square 
miles—-was not an isolated case. 

“Tt is happening all the time.” he 
said. 

“I believe, however. if you give us 
the rather conservative powers we 
ask in these bills the progress will be 
such in dealire with the situation 
that the demand for more federal 
participation will largely disappear. 
Unless this problem is dealt with sat- 
isfactorily. there will be pressure that 
can’t be ignored. I think we have 
reached the stage where we must con- 
sider this as a national problem, but 
including only those things clearly 


within constitutional limitations.”

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STATE INCOME TAX 
PAYMENTS ON RISE 


State income tax payments since 
January 1 have increased 70 per 
eent, Chairman Paul H. Doyal, of 
the state revenue commission, re- 
vealed Tuesday. Mr. Doyal attrib- 
uted the increase, from $350,746.20 to 
$607,734.30, to general improvement 
in business conditions and to a bet- 
ter observance of the state income 
tax law. — 

The computation of Mr. 


showed that the increase for the 
same period over 1933 totaled $256,- 
988.10. 

The commission chairman said that 
at this time it was impossible to 
determing just how much of the in- 
crease is due to jarger incomes and 
to the fact that more persons have 
filed returns with the state this year 
than ever before. 

“Of course such a tremendous in- 
erease ig uue to both factors,” Mr. 
Doyal said. “It will be some time 
yet, however, before we can make 
comparisons which will reveal just 
how much is due to each factor. We 
only know right now that the state’s 
income has been

WASHINGTON, March 20.—(4)—| 


Wall Street was quick to assert today 
that the revised bill for governmental 
control of the stock exchanges was 
just as objectionable, from its point 


‘lof view, as the original measure 


“This new bill will have as serious 
effects tipon the security market as 
the original Fletcher-Rayburn hil,” 
said Richard Whitney, 
the New York Stock Exchange. ‘In 
my opinion it will inevitably bring 
about declining prices and will inter- 
fere with and delay the economic re- 
covery of the nation. 

“This bill is destructive and not 
constructive.” 

The revised measure wag the prod- 
uct of a week’s collaboration between 
treasury, federal reserve and Recon- 
struction Corporation officials and 
technical experts. At hearings before 
the house commerce committee today 
it was strongly intimated the bill now 
carried the approval of these govern- 
mental financial agencies. 

Old Bill Protested, 

The rewriting was undertaken aft- 
er the exchanges and the banks had 
presented vigorous objections to thé 
original measure, contending it was 
criticism 
which they renewed today. 

Perbaps foremost among the 
changes made was one giving to the 
federal reserve board instead of the 
federal trade commission contro] over 
the margin requirements and credit 
flowing into the market. 

In addition the section of the first 
bill prohibiting brokers from perform- 
ing the functions of dealers and from 
acting as specialists was modified to 
permit brokers to act as odd lot deal- 
ers and to let specialists be either 
brokers or dealers, exclusively. 

Some slight changes were made in 
the section requiring regular and fre- 
quent finurcial reports from com- 
panies with listed stocks and in the 
margin requirements. ‘The original 
measure’s 60 per cent cash margin 
provision was retained, but its alter- 
nate proposal of credit to the extent 
of 80 per cent of the lowest price the 
stock purchased had touched in three 
years was changed to 100 per cent.: 
Provision was made for carrying ac- 
counts over a comparatively narrow 
price drop after being fully margined 
at the outset.

GRAIN EXCHANGES. 


ODE IS APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, March ~20.—(?)— 


A code to regulate grain exchanges 
and eliminate much of the element of 
speculation was approved today by 
President Roosevelt . and Secretary 
Wallace. 

Its main provisions, fagm admin- 
istration officials said, are aimed at 
speculators who buy and sell with no 
intention of processing or using the 
grain they acquire. The code is ef- 
fective March 31. 

Chester C. Davis, farm administra- 

tor, said he believed the code would 
prevent in the future certain major 
abuses which were apparent in grain 
tradings last July, when enforced 
liquidation on ‘excessive speculation 
distorted prices. 
_ It specifically prohibits trading in 
indemnities known as “bids,” “offers,” 
“puts” and “calls,” which, officials 
say, will prevent such forms of spec- 
ulation as offering to buy grain at 
a future gate if the price reaches the 
stated amount. 

_Minimum daily price fluctuation 
limits were set at 5 cents a bushel for 
wheat, rye and barley; 4 cents for 
corn; 3 for oats, and 10 for flax. 

Similar limits were imposed by the 
grain futures administration after 
last summer’s break in grain prices 
and subsequent closing of futures 
markets for several days. 

The basis of margin requirements 

was altered from a sliding seale.to a 
straight 10 per cent on all open trades 
up to 2,000,000 bushels. On all hold- 
ings above that figure traders will 
be required to put up 25 per cent 
margin after August 1. 
_ Margin requirements were estab- 
lished, officials explained, to prevent 
the practice of allowing certain trad- 
ers to buy and sell on margins of 2 
3 cents a bushel and sometimes 
ess. 
August 1 was fixed for beginning 
the 25 per cent regulation since it 
coincides with the start of the next 
marketing year and allowance of the 
intervening time will give traders an 
opportunity to fulfill existing con- 
tracts, they added. 

Hedging and spreading trades will 
be exempted from the margin require- 
ments if proof is furnished that such 
operations are legitimate. In comput- 
ing Margin requirements for any cus- 
tomer unrealized profits resulting 
from changes in market prices will be 
regarded as the equivalent of money 
but the margin must be maintained 
over and above charges which would 
be made if a customers’ account were 
closed or settled at prevailing mar- 
ket prices. 

Administration of the code will be 
vested in a code authority of seven 
members to be named by the grain 
committee on national affairs under 
supervision of the secretary of agri- 
culture and the NRA administrator.

The Buddhist: rites were part of a 
four-day “wedding ceremony.

N’Guyen Huu Hao, reared a Chris- 
tian and a professing Catholic, was 
educated in a French convent, and 
many ‘subjects of the 21-year-old ruler 
grumbled because Bao Dai.took a wife 
from outside their own faith. 

As the four-day marriage program 
began behind the three walls of the 
royal palace, the exact religious status 
of N’Guyen Huu—called Mariette in 
France—could not be. ascertained.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 20. 
(P)—Governor B. M. Miller today 
commuted to life imprisonment the 
death sentence of Willie Peterson, Bir- 
mingham negro convicted of the slay- 
ing of Miss Augusta Williams, prom- 
inent society girl of Birmingham.

THE PRICE OF MILK. 

Press reports from Memphis 
bring the information that the city 
is threatened with a serious milk 
shortage because producers of the 
area around the city are being 
forced out of business by reason of 
the fact that they have been stead- 
ily losing money, 

The cost of cattle feed has ma- 
terially increased during the past 
year, as have the wages of dairy 
employes. The winter has been an 
unusually severe one, and the pro-

Under such conditions they have 
been unable to get enough for their 
milk to carry on and, disheartened, 
have quit the business. 

The situation is by no means 
confined to Tennessee. There are 
similar complaints throughout the 
country. ‘Here in Georgia there has 
been a reduction of 30 per: cent 
in production during the past 12 
months, and the situation now is 
such as to seriously endanger the 
dairy industry of the state. 

Something should be done to re- 
lieve the situation. Both the NRA 
and AAA seem to have extended 
aid to all other lines of business, 
but the dairy industry is still in 
chaos.

‘Civilization.’ 

Dr. Oswald Spengler, the new phi- 
losopher who has arisen in Germany, 
writes in his book, “The Decline of 
the West:” “The age is approaching 
—nay, is already here—which has no 
more toom for soft hearts and weak 


ideals. The primeval harbarism which 
has lain hidden and bound for cen- 
turies under the form-rigor of a rupee 
culture is awake again now that the 
eulture is finished and the civiliza- 
tion has set fm; that warlike healthy 
joy in one’s own strength which 
‘scorns the literature-ridden age of ra- 
tionalist thought, that unbroken race 
instinct, which desires a different life 
from that spent under the weight of 
books and bookish ideals. In _ the 
western European. peasantry this 
spirit still abounds, as also on the 
American prairies and away in the 
great plains of northern Asia, where 
world-conquerors are born.” 

Dr. Spengler simply voices the sen- 
timents of the younger Germany, the 
Germany of Von Papen, who feels that 
a man’s norma! destiny is “to die on 
the hattlefield.” It all sounds very 
grandiose and pompous, but this new 
blustering philosophy misses the mark 
completely. The sense of civilization 
is not bloodshed and conquest and 
warlike healthy joy 
strength. That is what the human 
race has come away from by a slow 
gradual process of evolution. It has 
been a long and painful road, to be 
sure, and the ideal is far from being 
attained, yet in spite of all it is fo- 
ward that goal that we are pressing, 
unconsciously perhaps, but neverthe- 
less that is where we are going. 

Neither Dr. Spengler nor any of his 
fellow-militarists can blot out and 
make undone the imprint which Chris- 
tianity has made upon mankind. Chris- 
tianity did not end with the death 
of Christ. It goes on, operating like 
leaven in the bread, slowly permeat- 
ing the thoughts of man and chang- 
ing his attitude toward life. At times, 
to be sure, it looks to us as if we 
fre not advancing a great deal, as if 
we are slipping back, but that is the 
history of mankind; falling and get- 
ting up. It is the getting up that 
counts, 

The philosophy of brute force which 
Dr. Spengler introduces, or rather re- 
introduces, is directly traceable to 
economic conditions in Germany. Men 
talk of imposing their will upon oth- 
ers only when they are imbued with 
a sense of frustration. The German 
people are a disillusioned people.’ They 
have suffered enormously in the war 
and in the vears after the war. They 
were virtually reduced to the rank 
of a slave people. The reaction has 
set in now. They are, by all the 
means at their disposal, 
asser€ their equality with other peo- 
ples. They are clamoring for a place 
in the sun and because they are 
hemmed in on all sides by suspicious 
neighbors, they cry for deliverance. 
Yet their very crying and clamoring 
produces more suspicion and ‘hostility. 
Instead of adopting a conciliatory at- 
titude and a spirit of collaboration, 
they, through their spokesmen, now 
begin to threaten and bully. It is 
all very pathetic and will lead to no 


good issue.

DENTISTS DO LISTEN. 

Early in January the following item 
appeared in this column: 

Dentists Please Listen. 

A friend practicing a branch of sur- 
gery has his office in a professional 
building. Repeatedly he has seen un- 
toward ‘reaction to novocaine or other 
local anesthetic administered by the 
dentist.

Sodium amytal is otherwise called 
sodium iso-amy ethyl barbiturate. It

. NRA Code Will Not Restrict _ 
| Southern Newsprint Industry

WASHINGTON, March 20.—In re- 
sponse to protests filed by members 
of the Ceorgia delegation in congress 
officials of the national recovery ad- 
ministration today wrote Representa- 
tive Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville, dean 


of the state group, that there is no 
intention to accept a code amendment 
prohibiting the installation of new ma- 
chinery in the newsprint manufactur- 
ing industry. 


At the same time, however, officials 
emphasized that such an amendment 
is being considered for the paper and 
pulp industry, exclusive of newsprint, 
and asked that southern members reg- 
isver their objections to the proposed 
change in the code pending a decision 
by the NRA. 

Georgia members who have visual- 
ized the futuré development of a great 

aper and pulp indust in the south, 

ased on the successful paper making 
experiments with scrub and slash pine 
as conducted by Dr. Charles Herty. 
of Savannah, were pleased with the 
assurance given that no machinery re- 
strictions will be placed on the news- 
print industry, but are determined 
also that a free hand be left for the 


development of a paper and pulp in-!| 


dustry as well, 

Aroused over the proposed code re- 
strictions, Representative Vinson had 
called a meeting of the state group 
tolay for the purpose of drawing up 
formal resolutions of protest. The 
caucus was postponed after receipt of 
a letter from De, ty NRA Adminis- 
trator W. W. Pickard, in charge of 
the paper and pulp e. 

Both Senator Walter F. George and 
Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., of 
Georgia. have joined with house mem 
b.-s and civie leaders from the state 
in urging the NRA not to adopt any 
code provision that would handicap 
the paper and pulp industrial develop- 


ment which is expected to follow the 


Herty experiments. Dr. Herty. him- 
self a deputy NRA administrator, now 
assigned to the chemical industry, has 
made similar protests. 

After reciting that the NRA has no 
jntention of permitting interference 
with the newsprint industry develop- 
ment, Deputy Administrator Pickard 
paid: 

“The amendment would, however, 
apply to the installation of a mill for 
the manufacture of pulp and other 
tynes of paper. Of course, this recom- 
mendation has not yet been acted upon 
and I ean only express my personal 
views In regard to it. I cannot say 
whether I will recommend its approval 
in any form. but I can and do say 
that the maximum I would recommend 
would be a requirement that a person 
desiring to install new paper or pulp 
equipment should obtain from the ad- 
ministrator (but not from the code 
authority) something similar to what 
in known as a certificate of conveni- 
ence and necessity in the field of 
transportation and public utilities. 

“Many manufacturers feel that hav- 
ing increased their labor costs at the 
request of the government. their abil- 
ity to pay such increased costs should 
be protected by limitation of the in- 
stallation of new equipment in fields 
where the productive capacity of the 
existing equipment is far in excess 
of any present or anticipated demand 
for the product. 

“In case. however, that a new field 

Is developed or there is insufficient ea- 
pacity in this country to sunply the 
demand in an existing field, there 
would be no question as to the desira- 
bility of building up a productive ca- 
vacity In such a field. All that should 
e required in such cases is a cer- 
tificate from the administretor that 
the installation of such new equip- 
ment is necessary or desirable. 

“Incidentally,” said Mr. Pickard in

By May 1 the staggering sum of 
$20,000,000 will have been spent by 
the government through the civil 
works administra#en in Georgia, but, 
Miss Gay B. Shepperson, state ad- 
ministrator, told the Kiwanis Club at 
its luncheon. meeting ‘Tuesday, the 
money on the whole has been well 
spent, 

A total of 6,540 projects were un- 
dertaken., She cited, among CWA ac- 
complishments, drainage work in 50 
counties in the fight against ma- 
laria; the building to 124 play- 
grounds; of 40 public. buildings; 
1,500 school buildings repaired and 
renovated; 31 sewer projects; 29 air 
ports (to be completed by May 1); 
statistical and research work along 
educational and health lines; work 
or 500 unemployed nurses, 40 1i- 
brarians, 1,000 needy teachers. 


“It may be true that some of our 
workers-dug too many ditches, and 
that there were mistakes here and 
there. but on the whole the sum of 
20,000,000 spent since November 15 
and May 1 will result in permanent 
good,” Miss Shepperson said. 


“The task came upon us like a 
whirlwind. On November 15 there 
were in Georgia 90,000 families, with 
an average of 4 1-2 members to each, 
on direct relief. In February there 
were 82.000 CWA workers and 60,- 
000 families on direct relief. 

“I don’t -say that all these were 
starving—they were probably niét—~ 
but they had fallen below the .eco- 
nomic -scale. : 

“My time has been mainly taken 
up with projects rather than with di- 
rect relief. I don’t discount the value 
of the projects, for they were. socially 
sound. For many jobs we looked to 
the state department of health, and I 
wan to pay tribute to the earnest-

Connection With Plan To 
Raise Campaign Funds 
Untrue, He Says. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 20.— 
(P)\—Declaring “there is not a sylla- 
ble of truth in any of it.” Governor 
Hill McAlister today denied the tes- 
timony of J. I. Reece connecting him 
with a plan for. raising campaign 
funds by borrowing from a state in- 
surance department account and sell- 
ing bonds held by the department to 
make repayment. 

Reece—referred to by the governor 
as “this man”—has testified that 
when he was insurance commissioner 
in 1932 he diverted $22,000 to. aid 
MecAlister’s election and that this def- 
icit was to be wiped out by selling 
bonds and using part of the proceeds 
for this purpose. 

The defendant declared that $90.- 
000 of the $100,000 of bonds he is 
accused of stealing were turned over 
to him to market, and that after re- 
funding his account the rest of the 
proceeds were to be uSed for buying 
securities to substitute in the depart- 
ment for those taken down. 

Governor McAlister, appearing as 
a court witness for the first time in 
his 58 years, declared he had never 
been introduced to Reece and prior 
to today had never seen- him but once 
before in his life. That was in 1931, 
he explained. when he was called be- 
fore a legislative finance committee 
and while he was there “this man 
came in.” MeAlister said he had 
seen Reece's picture in the newspapers 
and “assumed” it was: Reece he saw 
at the committee meeting.

Reciprocal Tariffs by U.S. _ 
Anticipated by Europeans

LONDON, March 20.—New moves 
by the United States toward the ne- 
gotiation of reciprocal treaties with 
a number of the smaller countries of 
Europe are expected when President 
Roosevelt puts his tariff program into 
operation, it was said here today. 


Among the countries anticipating 
such action are Poland, ‘Turkey, 
Switzerland and the Scandinavian 
group. Of the latter, Sweden has 
— probably the most inter- 
est. 


Encouraged by an increase in ex- 

rts in the United States in 1933, 

weden is looking hopefully in the di- 
rection of Washington for an offer by 
the Americans to arrange a trade pact 
which will bring about greater mutual 
business. 

At the same time that Sweden in- 
creased its exports to America, it cut 
its shipments to European pointe. 
Highly pleased with the change of 
direction, and believing it means bet- 
ter times for the nation, the Swedish 
commercial leaders say that President 
Roosevelt will find a hearty reaction 
to any action he may take regarding 
a new trade treaty. 

The Scandinavian countries do not 
want to be treated as a group. They 
are individualists when it comes to 
foreign business. Each leans toward 
free trade or low tariffs, and all 
earnestly desire a stabilization of 
world currencies. 


Poland Demands U. 8S. Goods. 

In Poland, American goods are in - 
great demand but import restrictions 
are temporarily holding sales to a’ re- 
duced volume. 

Trade there at present is entirely 
on an exchange basis, the government 
requiring that imports equal exports 
in business with any particular coun- 
try, and importers have had to turn 
exporters in order to fulfil] the re- 
quirements, 

Government officials say frankly 
that they are willing to discuss a new 
basis for reciprocal trade any time 
the United States may suggest it. 
Unless that step is taken in the near 
future, American imports into Poland 
probably will be cut to a very small 
amount. 

Cotton is perhaps the chief Ameri- 
can product wanted and needed in Po- 
land, while Poland has a large sup- 
ply of spirits it would like to sell or 
exchange for cotton. 

Turkey’s five-year industrial plan 
may open the way for increased com- 
merce between that nation and the 
United States, reports from there in- 
dicate. 


Turkey Would Welcome Offer. 

New and extensiye surveys, made 
by American specialists, have con- 
vinced the Turkish government that 
American industrial machinery will 
best fit into the five-year program. 

If the Americans are to furnish the 
equipment for the new factories, such 
as the three great cotton textile mills, 
and others which will be used for 
the manufacture of silk, glassware, 
porcelain, paper, chemicals and cellu- 
lose, some credit will be necessary, 
and government officials suggest that 
it could be arranged by the United 
States in some way, mentioning the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
as one possible source. 

The Turkish officials would wel- 
come any offer for a barter or ex- 
change pact. or permanent reciprocal 
treaty, if Turkey can get what it 
needs. A pact of any sort would cause 
an increase in the sale of American . 
goods in Turkey, they assert. . 

A give-and-take arrangement to 
stimulate trade with America is ex- 
pected by Switzerland. 

Everything depends on what con- 
cessions each country will make, and 
in Berne it is hinted that specific ex- 
changes would be particularly pleas- 
ing. 

Trade authorities suggest an ex- 
change involving Swiss watches, 
cheese, liquors and chocolate for 
American automobiles, fruit and ra- 
dio sets.

Byrd Encounters Difficulties 
In Rescuing Stranded Fliers 


LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica— 
(Via Markay Radio.)——-March 20.—(/) 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd flew 
today to the rescue of two members 
of his second antarctic expedition 
whose plane was forced down during 
a heavy fog Saturday. but encoun- 
tered difficulties himself. 

Pilot William C. Bowlin and Wire- 
less Operator Clay Bailey, who had 
to come down 15 mile. from Little 
America on their return trip from 
suprly base, were found asleep in their 
fur bags in a small tent, near their 
monoplane. 

Only when Byrd and his companion, 
Pilot William McCormick, pushed open 
the tent flap did the two marooned 
fliers awake. 

Admiral Byrd and McCormick took 
off at 6 a. m. to guide a ground party 
traveling with dog teams. 

Byrd's plane was subsequently 
grounded by engine trouble and the 
admiral had to return to the main 
base by dog team to direct plans both 
for the rescue of the relief plane and 
for the machine it set out to help. 

One ground party was dispatched 
to Bailey and Bowlin, another went 
to retrieve the Byrd craft, and a third 
party was standing by the latter plane. 

Meanwhile, a tractor party and 
what is called the main ‘southern 
party were en route to supply bases 
100 and 150 miles from Little Amer- 
ica, which therefore was almost de- 
populated.

the temperature fell to 15 de- 
grees below zero and a high easterly 
wind continued unabated. [n_ the 
shallow basin in which Little Amer- 
ica lies it blew 24 miles an hour and 
on higher ground the velocity was 
much greater. 

“T had one anxious moment,” Ad- 
miral Byrd said, “when I failed to 
sight the tent. 

“However, as we came down I saw 
the orange peak of the tent near the 
plane. I could not understand why 
Bowlin and Bailey did not come out 
and thought they had probably start- 
ed to Little America on foot.... 

“Bowlin and Bailey were asleep and 
seemed pretty glad we had arrived. 
Apparently after lesing the trail in 
the fog they must have flown almost 
due east. They thought they were to 
the west of the trail, whereas they 
were about 10 miles to the east, so it 
is lucky they did not start to foot it 
back to Little America. 

“Whereas it had taken us 25 min- 
utes to fly out there from the trail, 
with the wind behind us we made the 
flight back in seven minutes.” 

Nine miles south of Little America 
on the southern trail, they sighted the 
ground party and landed. McCormick 
then took up two men to point out 
the direction of the plane. The engine 
began to knock and he landed, report- 
ing it could not be flown again with- 
out repairs. 

Admiral Byrd then returned to Lit- 
tle America by dog team.

Ernest C. Lawrence, 
Malcom C. Henderson and M. Stanley 
Livingston at California, with their 
giant magnet “merry-go-round” atomic 
energy machine. 

The possibility of such radio-activity 
was discovered only a few months 
ago by Mme. Curie’s daughter, in 
Paris. Scientists had never dreamed 
such a thing possible. . Immediately 
several of the world’s. greatest labora- 
tories confirmed Mme.. Curie. 

This was done only on a few of 
the lighter chemical elements. The 
California “merry-go-round,” which is 
at present the world’s most powerful 
voltage machine, was turned loose 
upon far the largest number of ele- 
ments yet tested. 

When it used’ only:a million and a 
half volts, Dr.. Lawrence reports to- 
night, there was almost no radio-ac- 
tivity created. But when 3,000,000 
volts was turned on, every element 
touched turned into something tempo- 
rarily radio-active.

THE HAGUE, March 20.—(>)— 
The Dowager Queen Emma, of the 
Netherlands, one of the most povalas 
and successful sovéreigns in Europe, 
i: of bronchitis today at the age 


The widow of King William III 
and the mother of Queen Wilhelmina, 
she had been ill for some time, but 
her condition became grave a week 
ago. 

Crowds awaiting bulletins before 
the palace and messages attested to 
the love the rich and poor had for 
her. The Netherlands. today was 
plunged into deep grief by her pass- 
ing. 

Queen Emma was born August 2, 
1858. At the age of 20 she became 
the second wife of the Dutch mon- 
arch. Upon his death in 1890 she 
became regent and ruled until her 
daughter came of age and ascended 
the throne in 1898. | 

In late years she was in the back- 
ground of affairs, but her loyal sub- 
jects never forgot the kindliness, sin- 
cerity and good works that endeared 
her to her people while she was on 
the throne. 

Death came peacefully during sleep. 
The announcement of her passing 
was made to the nation in special 
newspaper editions and over radio 
stations, which subsequently were 
closed. 

The lower chamber of parliament 
was informed of the death in a mes- 
sage from Queen Wilhelmina. It read: 
“It has pleased God to call our be- 
loved mother to him. With deep af- 
fliction we inform you of her death. 
We are convinced that all of our peo- 
ple share in the sorrow that fills us 
and our family.”

In 1572 there was a young man in 
Denmark who had studied to be a 
lawyer; but his mind traveled less to 
the law than to the stars. His name 
was Tycho Brahe, and he was 26 
years of age. 


Tycho Brahe made a record of what 
he saw—a star which was brighter 
than any other, a star which came 
and went away.

ANSWER: 


There is an old Latin fable of the 

kid that railed at a lion from the roof 
of a house. The old lion looked up 
at the kid and said, “It is the roof 
that rails at me, not you.” You are 
thwarted and defeated by your ani- 
mosity to your mother and your re- 
fusal to co-operate with her. If you 
wish peace, you must pay the price 
of obedience to get it. If you wish 
to get away from home, you must 
win your mother’s approval of your 
scheme. Suppose her demands are un- 
reasonable—you are, after all, only 
a child. Separation from the boys is 
a disappointment to you but there is 
plenty of time for that association. 
You are now getting an elementary 
education that will enable you to 
take a business course when the 
money and opportunity are avail- 
able. In the meantime, you can be 
studying and no doubt your mother 
will allow you to take a correspond- 
ence business course as soon as school 
is over. These things, however, are 
unimportant in comparison with the 
main fact that a daughter and her 
mother are leading a cat and dog 
life. There is no pleasure for anybody 
in the home as a result of it. 


You hold the key to the situa- 
tion. If you’ will make yourself 
amenable to authority and to disci- 
pline, if you will cultivate a bet- 
ter spirit toward your mother, if 
you will throw yourself into the 
task of helping her around the 
house, you will see a big change 
take place in her attitude toward 
you and in her methods of dealing 
with you.

Change of New Star of 1901 in Less 
Than Eight Weeks. 

Tycho Brahe lived before the day 
of the telescope, but he gave close 
study to the heavens just the same. 
One night he beheld a star in the 
northern sky which he never had seen 
before. It was in the midst of a 
well-known star group. 


We cannot be sure about but

‘it is easy to suppose that he rubbed 
his eyes and asked himself whether} 


he was dreaming. The next night. 
however, he saw the new star in the 
same place; and night after nizht 
he observed it for a period of 16 


months. Then it faded away, leaving 


only its memory. 


that light from it would take about 
120 years to reach us! 

What story did that new star tell? 
we are not certain, but it is quite 
likely that far out in space there was 
a collision of some sort. Two stare— 
verhaps “dead” stars—may have 
Seanad into each other with such 
force as to produce a mighty explo- 
sion. 

Strike a piece of flint and you will 
eause heat, and probably a spark as 
well. It is common for stars to speed 
through space at from 10 to 15 miles 
per second—some go much faster than 
that. If two of them, whether burn- 
ing or burnt out, should strike to- 
gether, we could expect them to pro- 
duce a flame of mighty size. 

That collision, explosion, or what- 
ever it was, must have taken place 
during or about the year 1781; and 
then for 120 years the light rays were 
on their way to us.

It is much as if one of those “Lo, the Poor Indian” cartoon 
characters, drooped on his pony and riding off into a fog labeled 
“Oblivion,” had suddenly whirled his pony, applied the spurs 
and come back to the fight. 

I mean this golf tournament at Augusta wherein 

Bobby Jones comes back after four years of retirement 

and gives the boys one more shot at him. ~~ 

It’s the audacious and insouciant calm of the fellow that 
gets one. He is saying, by this beau geste, ‘‘All right, boys. 
We've talked about it. And argued about it. I was content to 
let the matter stay where it was. But come on, let’s get at it 
once more.”’ 

Because, disguise it all one may, that is essentially 

what the Masters’ golf tournament means. The 60 

greatest professionals in the United States are converged 

there to see what can be done with Bobby Jones’ game 
after it has been in retirement for four years. 

They’ve got their blades up and ready and the figure on the 
pony, riding into the oblivion of retirement, has whirled his 
pony and come charging back. 

Yet, charging isn’t exactly the idea. He is waiting. 

The game never knew a golfer who could put four medal 

rounds together as did Jones. There were others who 

had the shots. And the courage. But none had that 
genius for putting four rounds together. 

It is, I suspect, the greatest golf show the game ever saw. 
There was not before any of the materials for the making of 
such a show. 


THE OLD, OLD CHARGE. 

They'll all be there. The fellows who chased him to the 
wire and lost. The one or two who caught him. Those who 
trailed far behind, swearing that some day they’d have a game 
which would match his. 

And now, after four years, the chance is here once 
More. Bobby Jones, once retired, is coming back. 
There is more drama to this than any other spectacle 
on the rich and fading canvas of sport that stretches far 
into the past. 

On the green turf at Augusta, on a course which he helped 
design, he will emerge for the old; old test. 

Never in the history of sport has a competitor re- 
mained away from competition for four years and then 
come back to meet the rush of the younger and the 
newer competitors. 

And yet such is, or was, the genius of Jones, that there 
those who will lay even money that he beats the field. 

His place, of course, is secure regardless of the out- 
come at Augusta. He is the one great champion whose 
name has been in no headlines other than those of sport. 
He has remained the idol of those who knew him, re- 
spected by those who knew him only by written reports. 
But the picture of it—the elements of the heroic—the dar- 

ing of it—gets me. He’s lettine the boys have another shot. 
THERE ARE ODDS AND ODDS. 
As I have said before, it is utterly ridiculous to say that it 
is Jones against the field or that he is an 8-to-1 shot.

Like a lot of other outfielders,¢gian, Tyrus Cobb, who was the De- 


“Red” Wingo, a north Georgia boy 
who was christened early with the 
Biblical first name of Absalom, start- 
ed his baseball career as a pitcher. 

“Red,” a husky, willing youth from 
Norcross, became a pitcher when he 
entered Oglethorpe University back 
in 1917, more through necessity than 
choice, for the boy wanted to be an 
outfielder all the time. But Frank 
Anderson, his coach, needed a pitcher 
and the titian-haired, freckled-faced 
north Georgian had the best arm on 
the squad. 

HIGH HARD ONE. 

“He had a. good ‘high hard one’, 
as the boys call the fast ball, ‘and 
that was more than most of the other 
pitchers had’,” Frank Anderson re- 
called. So “Red” Wingo was a 
pitcher to start with and not such a 
bad one, as college pitchers go. 

He pitched and won one of (Ogle- 
thorpe’s first outstanding college vic- 
tories, defeating Vanderbilt, 1 to 0. 
But “Red” Wingo had to belt out a 
home run himself in order to win it. 
That was the tip-off right there. He 
was a natural hitter and it insisted 
on cropping out, despite his being 
tethered to the mound duties. 

“Red” Wingo’s older brother, Ivy, 
then was the star catcher for the Cin- 
cinnati Reds. The kid brother, “Red,” 
might have nursed a remote idea of 
some day becoming his battery mate 
—Wingo and Wingo. 

HUMORS NO WHIMS. 

But baseball is no respecter of boy- 
ish whims in shaping the destiny of 
its participants. “Red” Wingo’s 
pitching was only an interlude, since 
he later transferred to the outfield, 
which Anderson admits was the boy’s 
natural position. 

When “Red” Wingo turned out- 
fielder soon after breaking into pro- 
fessional ball in 1918 (he was not 
long a’ Oglethorpe), it was for keeps. 
And a fly-ball wranger he was for 
the rest of his baseball career which, 
by the way, lasted more than 12 
years, ; 

In view of his talent as a hitter, 
his size—he weighed 190 pounds—his 
speed and throwing arm, “Red” was 
smart in making the change. 

FOLLOWED IVY. 

“Red” Wingo soon followed his 
brother, Ivy, to the big leagues, but 
it was not to the same league. “Red” 
became an American leaguer and was 
an outfielder with Detroit for five 
years—1924, 1925, 1926, 1927, 1928. 

He always hit well in the big 
leagues, but his biggest season as a 


troit manager, 

His lifetime average for all leagues 
is .511, a rather nifty figure for the 
majors and double A’s. 

The year he batted .470 for Detroit, 
he played in 130 games in the Tiger 
outfield. And a fellow has to be quite 
a hitter to bust into an outfield with 


‘Heilmann, Manush, Cobb, et al. 


Another Geergian, Carl Easterling 
was up there during the spell and 
knocked quite a few home runs for the 
Tigers. Easterling, also an outfielder, 
is now playing in the Texas league. 
So it was no easy task, breaking into 
the outfield at Detroit. a team which 
always had good outfielders. Just be- 
fore Manush, Heilmann and Cobb, 
there were Cobb, Crawford and Veach 
—still considered the a leagues’ 
greatest all-around outfield, next to 
the Hooper-Lewis-Spearer trio o 
old Boston Red Sox. 

So “Red” Wingo did well to get 
into 130 games in one season with 
the Tigers, not to mention playing 
parts of four others. 

PLAYED ON COAST. 

The last record of Wingo’s playing 
was with San Francisco of the Coast 
league in 1931. Chattanooga. of the 
Southern league, bought him that year 
but he gid not report. He later played 
briefly in the International league, 
where he was a star for two seasons 
with Toronto in 1922-23, before he 
went to Detroit. 

He played three seasons on the 
coast—1929, 1930 and most of 1931, 
with San Francisco. 

Absalom Holbrook Wingo—his full 
name—was born in Gainesville, Ga., 
on May 6, 1898. He played football 
at G. M. C., at Milledgeville, prior to 
entering Oglethorpe and Was quite an 
athlete there. 

The Wingo family moved to Nor- 
cross, Ga., when “Red” was a mere 
boy and he grew up there with the 
Carlyles and the other numerous base- 
ball-playing boys of the neighborhood 

He had a trial with Atlanta as a 
pitcher in 1918 and then went tv 
Greenville, S. C., to play in 1919— 
the year his brother, Ivy, was catching 
for the Cincinnati champions of the 
National league. He was back with 
Atlanta in 1920-21, then going to To- 
ronto for two seasons and on to De- 
troit. 

Wingo was a left-handed hitter 
and right-handed thrower, 5 feet 11 
inches tall and was rarely weighed 
under 180 pounds as a player. 

His lifetime average is tabbed as 
follows:

NEW YORK, March 20.—(@)— 
After drifting irregularly lower in the 
early dealings today. Bonds stiffened 
in the final hour, along with stocks, 
when it was learned that President 
Roosevelt had intervened in the 
threatened aytomobile strike. 

While gains of fractions to around 


a point were scattered throughout the 
list at the close, the average for 60 
domestic corporate issues finished un- 
changed at 85.1. Owing to a sub- 
stantial expansion of activity in the 
totaled $19,720,000, par value, against 
$14,065,000 yesterday. 

There was a turnover of around 
$8,200,000 in United States govern- 
ment securities compared with an ag- 
gregate of $1,700,000 in the previous 
session. All of the Liberties and the 
majority of the treasuries showed net 
declines of 2-32ds to 9-32ds of a point. 

In the corporation categories, gain- 
era included some bonds of Alleghany 
Corporation, American Rolling Mili, 
Chesapeake Corporation, International 
Telephone, Postal Telegraph, Stude- 
baker, Texas Corporation, United 
States Rubber, Vanadium and West- 
ern Union.

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CHICAGO, March 20.—-(4—Lively

End-of-the-day buying which brought 
about higher prices for wheat was as- 
sociated both with increased likelihood 
oi: a settlement of automotive labor 
troubles and with satisfaction express- 
ed by market trade leaders regarding 
President Roosevelt’s approval of the 
new national code for grain exchange 
dealings.

It was declared 
to be a sound policy that individuals 
interested in excessive lines of grain 
would put up margins in proportion. 

Wheat closed firm at the day's tep 
level, 1-4 to 3-4 above vesterday's fin- 
ish, corn unchanged to 3-8 ffigher. oats 
1-8 to 5-8 up, and provisions unchang- 
ed to a rise of “7 cents. 

Corn and oats were governed al- 
most by the action of wheat.

10 COMPLY WITH CODE 


W. A. Belcher Company, 
Green Pond, Ala., Told To 
Put Workers Back. 


An Alabama lumber concern, which 
was charged with firing workers be- 


cause they sought compliance with 
the NRA eode, Tuesday was ordered 
to meet requirements immediately by 
the regional labor board. 

In deciding a case against the W. 
A. Belcher Lumber Company, of 
Green Pond, ~Ala., the labor board 
said Belcher’s attitude indicated he 
would not comply and in such event 
would recommend it be again referred 
to the district attorney, who previous- 
ly had called on him. 

_ The board also ordered that the 
Unit Stove & Furnace Co., of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., re-employ discharged 
officers of the Stove Mounters’ In- 
ternational Union and members of a 
union committee which the company 
had fired. The union had charged 
that the company constantly discrim- 
inated against union men and that it 
had fired officers of the local and 
committee members because of unian 
activities, 

The board said W. A. Belcher had 
at first refused to comply with code 
requirements gs to wages and hours, 
but finally agreed to after the dis- 
trict attorney's office had brought 
pressure to bear. The board said he 
had previously discharged a commit- 
tee of 13 men which called on him to 
ask compliance with NRA’s labor re- 
quirements. 

Some of the men were reinstated. 
but the board’s decision said seven had 
not been re-employed. The board said 
Belcher had agreed tv reinstate the 
men at a conference with the board 
secretary on January 12, but that he 
had not done so. 

The board ordered that the seven 
men be reinstated and that their sal- 
aries be retroactive to January 12 at 


the minimum rate and maximum 
hours allowed by the code, less such 
amounts as they might have been paid 
elsewhere. 

“It is evident.” the board said, 
“that at the start this presented an 
aggravated case of a deliberate and 
intentional effort to refuse conform- 
ity with the code. Only the pressure 
from the district attorney’s office 
forced a compliance. Before that time, 
however, these men had been dis- 
charged for seeking the benefits pro- 
vided for employes under the code.”

AIR MAIL IN BULK 


Bulk shipments of air mail, pro- 
vided the mail bears the required air 
mail postage, may be flown by pri- 
vate air transport companies as air 
express, Richard B. Johnston, city 
traffic manager of American Airways, 
announced Tuesday.

ARNALL NONCOMMITAL 
ON SPEAKERSHIP. RACE 


NEWNAN, Ga., March 20.—Ellis 
G. Arnall said here today that it 
might be somewhat presumptious to 
say at this time that he would be a 
candidate for -the speakership of the 
next house. Although elected to the 
legislature at the last democratic pri- 
mary by the largest vote ever polled 
for a candidate in Coweta county, 
Arnall said, “It is first necessary to 
be elected to the house.” He pointed 
out that long drawn out contests are 
wearisome and that at this early 
time no one knew who would be the 
members of the next legislature. 

“The people of Georgia are not so 
much interested in who will head the 
next general assembly as‘they are in 
seeing. progressive and constructive 
legislation enacted into law. am 
more concerned about measures and 
policies than I am in whether I will 
be —_— of the next house,” Arnall 
said. 

He admitted, however, that for 
some time he has been in contact with 
many prospective members of the 
next house and his friends here freely 
predict that he will offer for the 
speakership. Arnall was speaker pro- 
tem of the last house and split with 
Speaker Rivers on many major polli- 
cies. Rivers has announced his can- 
didacy again for speaker. 


SAVANNAH TRADE BUDY 
FAVORS STATE REPEAL 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 20.—() 
The Savannah trades and labor as- 
sembly has gone on record as favor- 
ing repeal of the state prohibition law 
and voted to have its delegates to the 
state convention in Rome introduce 
a resolution placing the state labor 
federation on record as favoring re- 
peal. 

Repeal was advocated on the ground 
that the prohibition laws are not en- 
forced and are ‘“‘unenforceable;” that 
the state needs taxes to support the 
schools and that many unemployed 
persons wovld be put back to work 
if liquor was legalized. 

The subject created considerable 
discussion, but there was only a single 
vote against placing the local trade 
body on record in favor of repeal. One 
speaker estimated more than 500 per- 
sons have been given steady jobs in 
Savannah alone through the return 
of beer. He said 25 musicians, 50 or 
60 waiters and 100 others, incfuding 
cooks, bus boys. bartenders, dishwash- 
ers, etc., were given jobs in two estab- 
lishments. 


Hitler Will Give Work 
To 100,000 Jobless 


BERLIN. March 20.—(4)—More 
than 100,000 jobless men, wielding a 
like number of brand-new spades, will 
return to work at noon tomorrow 
when Chancellor Hitler opens a na- 
tion-wide “spring drive against un- 
employment.” | 

The occasion is the first anniver- 
sary of the historic reichstag conven- 
tion at Potsdam on March 21, 1933. 
when Hitler was given dictatorial 
powers. 

The new spades will turn the sod 
in 22 places throughout the reich, in- 
cluding Unterhacing, near Munich, 
where the chancellor will give an ad- 
dress signalizing the start of work on 
a network of automobile roads. 

Other work throughout Germany 
will cease from 11 a.m. until noon 
to permit employers and workers— 
government and private—to hear Hit- 
ler's speech.

AUGUSTA LICENSE 
ARGUMENTS HEARD 


City Claims Right To 
Tax Whisky Sales, 
Though Illegal. 


The legality of Augusta’s proposed 
license tax on liquor dealers was 
submitted to the supreme court Tues- 
day on opposing arguments that it 
constituted a sale of immunity from 
the state prohibition law, and that it 
was a revenue measure designed to 
obtain some public benefit from an 
illicit traffic. 


The question came up on the city’s 
appeal from Judge A. L. Franklin’s 
order granting a group of citizens 
an injunction against issuance of the 
licenses at $300 each. 

Justice Marcus W. Beck, presiding, 
expressed particular interest in the 
question raised by attorneys for the 
city, as to whether an injunction is 
available to any person except one 
who has an individual property in- 
terest in the issue. He asked what 
harm issuance of the licenses would 
do the citizens’ group represented by 
William H. Fleming. 

“It doesn’t confer any right to do 
any crime does it?” he asked. 

“The liquor men are back of this 
and want to tie the hands of the po- 
lice,” the lawyer answered. 

‘Can we assume the police will not 
do their duty?’ asked the jurist. 

“It amounts to paying not to be 
convicted,” Fleming returned. He re- 
called failures in numerous Georgia 
cities to convict beer dealers operat- 
ing under city licenses. 

The lawyer said his clients had “a 
property right in their own good 
name and the good name of their 
city’’ which, he said, would be dam- 
aged by “this ordinance of secession 
from the state.” He argued that in 
any case injunction was available for 
correction of public as well as pri- 
vate wrongs, and that in this case it 
was the only way to prevent a mul- 
tiplicity of actions against individual 
violators. 

“Nobody is fool enough to think 
we can legalize the sale of liquor,” 
said William P. Congdon, of counsel 
for the city, in closing the case, “but 
we do have the right to tax the sale 
of beverages in Augusta, even though 
that sale be illegal. 

_“Al Capone is a resident of your 
city (in the federal prison) because 
he failed to pay taxes on an illegal 
traffic.” 

He recalled the application of fed- 
eral revenue laws to bootleg whisky. 
_ He argued that the injunction was 
issued wrongfully on “a mere appre- 
hension of damage,” which, he said, 
made the action premature, and an- 
swered the contention that the ordi- 
nance would fill the city with liquor 
dealers with the assertion: 

“The bootleggers have been there 
all the time and this ordinance would 
have no effect except to register them 
and make them easier to find for the 
enforcement of criminal laws.”
